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Fire threatens Pomerelle ski area 


Uncontrolled 
blaze estimated 
over 2,000 acres

ELBA - It snowed ash and fire retar- 
dant foam Monday evening at Pomerelle 
Ski Area as firefighters tried to protect 
the ski lodge from an erratic forest fire. 

The fire, according to one witness, 
started when a controlled bum jumped 
fire lines. 

The fire was reported at 10 a.m. 
Monday and had grown to an estimated 
2,000 acres. It remained out of control at 
8:30 p.m. Monday, but Pomerelle Ski — 
Area was still safe, said U.S. Forest 
Service spokesman Ed WaldapfeL 
Fire engi n es and crews were stationed 
there to protect the lodge and ski lifts, he 
said 

. Waldapfel said the cause of the fire is 
still under investigation, although he 
said the fire is considered to have result- 
ed from a Cassia County weed board's 
bum project. The weed board did have a 
permit from the Bureau of Land . 
Management to bum, he said 
County personnel were trying to eradi- 
cate stubborn noxious weeds on private 
ground in Sibley Canyon northwest of . 
Elba, property owner Ryan Hawker said. 
They had planned to burn off the 
growth, and go back later with herbi- 
cides to spray any new growth, he said 
But the controlled bum jumped the 
lines as the wind picked up, he said 
Pomerelle owner Woody Anderson 
remained at the lodgo and said this is the 
first time in more than 20 years that fire 
has seriously threatened the ski area. 

The fire threatened three other struc- 
tures Mpnday evening: Elba’s Melcher 
Mansion, which is being renovated by 
new owners; a house; and a cabin at the 
Badger Mine, the Forest Service report- 
ed 

Efforts were to continue through the 
night to keep the fire from broadening, 
but conditions were too unpredictable to 
try and head off the fire, Waldapfel said 
“We just can’t put people out in front

Boiseans flee Foothills flames Grash 


BOISE (AP) — Aided by 104- 
degree temperatures and wind 
gusts, fires tore through heavy 
brush in the Boise Foothills, 
burning one home and threaten- 
ing several others in the upscale 
■Seighborhoods. 

“This is extremely dangerous. 
It’s the thing we’ve feared all' 
summer," said Barry Rose, U.S, 
Bureau of Land Management 
spokesman. “It’s one of those 
years we’ve had high fuels and a 
hot year. I don’t think it can get 
fiiuch worse than this." 

' About 120 firefighters tried to 
rein in the flames across tinder- 
dry cheat grass and sagebrush. 
3Vind gusts reached 45 mph. 

“ “We have 15 to 20 engines, 
jve’re flying one retardant plane 
constantly and have two heli- 
copters dropping Water. That’s 
pretty much all the firefighting 
reserves we have in the area,” 
Rose said. , 

S He estimated the fires had

Surrounded by uniformed 
police, with his 13-car train as a 
backdrop,- the president poked 
fun at congressional Republicans 
who he said "scared a lot of peo- . 
pie” by warning that Clinton’s 
gun-control efforts threaten 
hunters, 

, “Tve never seen a deer hunter 
with an Uzj," Clinton said before 
boarding the “21st Century 
Express” to continue his journey 
to the Democratic National 
Convention. 

Clinton’s appearance, opening 
the second day of a carefully 
scripted four-day train trip, was 
designed to one-up rival Bob Dole 
as the two competing candidates 
try to build their anti-crime cre- 
dentials. 

Aboard the train, Clinton stood 
glued to the caboose platform for 
miles — shouting “hello's and 
“thank you’s” into a microphone 
for pockets of Ohioans who gath- 
ered trackside for a glimpse of 
their president. 

Whenever the whim struck 
him, Clinton reached for a lever 
above his head and blew the 
booming train whistle. 

“I love this," he enthused. A 
helicopter hovered overhead, 
ready to beam whistle-stop 
images to the convention. 

Clinton's latest gun-control pro- 
posal followed a stinging rebuke 
Sunday by Dole overthe nation’s . 
drug abuse problem. 

The Republican traveled to 
suburban Chicago and accused 
the president of raising “the 
white flag in the war on drugs.” « 

Dole came armed with a recent 
report showing increased drug 
abuse among youths. 

The president acknowledged 
the increase under his steward- 
ship, hut also said juvenile mur- 
ders and crimes are down. 

' ' “I can only hope that means we 
can get our juvenile drug rate 
down, too," the presfdent told 
several hundred people gathered 
trackside for his tour through

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Libya offers $1 billion donation 

Fairakhan seeks

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WASHINGTON (AP) — Nation . 
of Islam leader Louis Farrakhan is 
seeking die government’s permis- 
sion to accept-51 billion from 
Libya’s Moammar Gadhafi, a gift 
he says would be used to mobilize 
American black voters and bolster 
their economic strength. 

Farrakhan formally applied last 
week to the Treasury 
Department’s Office of Foreign 
Assets Control, asking that he be

money as a humanitarian gesture, 
said a federal official who spoke 
only on condition of anonymity. 

Because of its links to terrorism, 
Libya for years has been under 
U.S. sanctions that bar most busi- 
ness transactions between the two 
countries and limit travel. 

The donation from Gadhafi was 
pledged during a visit to Libya as 
pan of Farrakhan 's foreign tour 
last January, which also included 
stops in Iran, Nigeria and Sudan. 

In addition, Farrakhan needs 
separate approval for an upcoming 
trip to Libya to receive a S250,000 
humanitarian award Gadhafi 
donates each year. %

Team enroute 
to investigate 
nerve agent leak 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - A 
special team from Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, Md., will investi- 
gate a small lead of GB nerve gas 
. inside the Army’s new chemical 
agent incinerator in Tooele, offi- 
cials said Monday. ' 

Meantime, the 5650 million 
Tooele Chemical Agent Disposal 
Facility will remain idle, likely 
until late this week, said Army 
spokesman Jeff Lindblad. 

The high-tech incinerator began 
destroying GB agent-bearing M55 
rockets on Thursday, the first full- 
scale effort at destroying the 
nations 31,000 tons of chemical 
weapons. Nearly 14,000 tons of 
chemical weapons — 44 percent 
of the nation’s total — are kept in 
concrete igloos dotting the Tooele 
Army Depot, located in the deso- 
late Utah west desert. 

Saturday afternoon, a minute 
amount of the GB agent was 
detected in a sealed vestibule sur- 
rounding one of nine massive sets 
of charcoal filters at the plant. 
The operation was immediately 
dosed down, although the Army 
said the amount was not a threat 
to people inside or outside the 
plant

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Radiation sickness brings inquiries 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Government regulators have prt> 
posed a 52,500 fine against the 
National Institutes of Health for 
failing to safeguard radioactive 
materials used in research. 

Small amounts of radioactive 
materials were, kept inside 
unlocked refrigerators and labo- 
ratories last year with no one pre- 
sent to control access — a viola- 
tion. of regulations, officials of 
the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission said 

“It is a significant regulatory 
concern that NRC inspectors 
repeatedly have beeirable-to 
gain access to licensed materials 


at your facility without chal- 
lenge, because it indicates that 
members of the public may do so 
as well," NRC Regional 
Administrator Hubert J. Miller 
wrote in a letter to the National 

Institutes of Health on Friday. 

For about a year the commis- 
sion has been investigating secu- 
rity at the institutes, including 
the sickness of a pregnant scien- 
tist and 2G co-workers who swal- 
lowed food and water contami- 
nated with a radioactive isotope 
at a research facility in Bethesda, 
Md last year. 

The fine does not address the 
contamination incident, and that

contamination event, and we 
would need to decide whether we 
are going to take enforcement 
action," said NRC spok e s woma n 
Diane Screnri.

National Institutes of Health 
spokesman Donald Ralbcrrsky 
would not comment except to 
say, “NIH plans to respond to 
NRC." The NIH has 30 days to 
pay the $2^00 fine or protest it."

Media frenzy unfairly 
harmed security guard 


Those of us in the news business are 
sometimes accused of being blind to 
the real-world consequences of what 
we report. 

The standard response in our indus- 
try is that we’re out to protect the pub- 
lic’s right to know - a mission so im- 
portant that if fallout from that pro- 
cess occasionally harms innocent by- 
, standees, then it’s all the more regret- 
table for being necessary. 

Now, the case of Richard Jewell is 
' causing quite a few journalists to do 
some soul searching. 

Jewell, a sometime security guard, 
was initially celebrated as a - hero in 
the .July 26 terrorist bombing of Cen- 
tennial Park in Atlanta "during the 
Olympics. 

Four days later, an FBI source told 
an Atlanta Journal-Constitution re- 
porter that the bureau was looking a 
- Jewell, touching off the biggest media 
frenzy since the O.J. Simpson trial. 

But four weeks after that, Jewell has 
still not been arrested, much less 
charged with any crime. If published 
reports are accurate, the FBI is about 
to admit that it fingered the wropg 
man. 

Meanwhile, Jewell has endured a 
month of hell. Camera crews stake out 
his apartment around\the clock and 
hound him everywhere. 'He can’t go to 
the grocery store, much less hold dowrf 
a job. ( 

Have the media done him an unfor- 
givable disservice?

name unless he’s charged with a 
crime. 

Although The Times-News, like most 
other daily newspapers, published As- 
sociated Press news stories about Jew- 
ell, it’s highly unusual for this paper to 
report a local suspect's name unless he 
is charged with a crime. 

In this case, Jewell’s identity instant- 
ly became global common knowledge, 
and his position as a security guard at 
the Olympics made him the linchpin 
of this stoiy 

That said, it seerris to us that a good 
reporter asking hard questions would 
eventually have discovered major 
holes in the FBrs case. 

A good editor asking hard questions 
would have' understood that once this 
story got into print, it would take on a 
life of its own - so much so that in the 
minds of most people, Jewell would 
become not just a suspect, but a road 
bomber. 

Two cardinal rules of police report- 
ing were violated here: Never take a 
source’s information at face value, and 
never assume that a district attorney 
has enough evidence to turn a suspect 
into a defendant 

But worse, the journalists chasing 
this story allowed competitive pres- 
sures to overwhelm their news judg- 
ment. 

. What happened to Richard Jewell 
shouldn’t happen again to another in- 
nocent person.

Freeing folks from welfare 


C HICAGO - President Clinton’s 
decision lost week to sign the 
Republican welfare bill, trans- 
ferring much of the responsi- 
bility and cost for the poor to _ 
the states, is unsettling many Democrats. 
The most liberal among them claim that 
children will starve and their mothers 
will be thrown into the street when they 
can’t find work. 

What is more likely to happen is that 
those who have made poverty their pro-, 
-fession will be making a career change. 

Much of government’s answer to 
• poverty has been the equivalent of a top- 
ical solution to on internal disease. De- 
spite mountains of evidence to the con- 
trary, too many believe that poverty per- 
sists because the $5.1 trillion we have 
spent fighting it has been insufficient. 
While Democrats partied in fancy ho- 
. tels and restaurants and indulged them- 
selves in the fiction that government can 
.solve our deepest problems, I decided to 
visit a place that could be the future of 
an effective war on poverty: the 119-year- 
old Pacific Garden Mission (PGM). 

•Appropriately founded in a converted 
beer hall, PGM houses more than 500 
poor and homeless ratal on an average 
night (a guide calls them “our overnight 
guests” - they taay not have a home, but 
their dignity is honored). Last month, 
'more than 94,000 meals were served and” - 
220,000 pieces of clothing given away by 
the dedicated, mostly volunteer PGM 
staff, many of them former drunks, drug 
addicts and homeless men. Women and 
children, often the victims of physical 
abuse, are housed at the. Gospel League 
Home a few blocks away. 

For those who plan to stay and get 
their lives together, a strict rule applies: 
You don’t work, you don’t eat. But work 
is not seen as punishment. It is part of 
the redemption process. People here be-

The trial, which opened in 
December, was seen as South 
Korea's attempt to exorcise its 
past, marred not only by the 
Kwangju massacre but also the 
jailing over the years of thou- 
sands of government opponents. 

The chief judge said Chun and 
Roh put down the pro-democracy 
movement “to dear the way for 
their rise to power, and used mar- 
tial law for their own political 
purposes.” 

Chun and Roh have daimed 
their indictments were a “political 
circus” engineered by a president 
trying to boost his popularity. 

Thirteen other ex-generals 
were sentenced Monday to prison 
terms ranging from 4 to 10 years 
for their roles in the government 
takeover and subsequent crack- 
down in Kwangju.

Not content with its dominance 
in the Internet browser market, 
Netscape Communications Corp. 
announced Monday that it has 
formed a new company whose 
mission will be to help turn 
household devices like tele- 
phones and pagers into mini-gate- 
ways to the Internet. 

- In forming-partnerships with 
IBM, Oracle and four major 
Japanese consumer electronics 
companies, the new company, 
Navio Communications Inc., rep- 
resents a powerful challenge to 
the stranglehold that Microsoft’s 
operating systems have over the 
Internet. The aim of the new 
devices: to bypass personal com- 
puters on the way to the Internet 

The president and chief execu- 
tive of the new company, Wei 
Yen, formerly an executive with 
Silicon Graphics Inc., said Monday 
at a news conference in 
Sunnyvale, Calif, that Navio will 
produce standardized software 
that will provide access to the 
Internet for videogame machines, 
televisions, telephones, pagers and 
other consumer electronic devices. 

At the news conference, 
Netscape Chairman Jim Clark 
was asked how Microsoft might 
parry this latest thrust in the duel 
between the two West Coast soft- 
ware companies. 

“Other than the fact that they 
might try to emulate the 
announcement in the next few 
weeks, I don’t know," said Clark, 
who is also chairman of the new 
company. “It isn’t intended to be 
an affront to Micosoft, but Tm 
sure they will take it that way.” 
Microsoft has been working for 
some time on hand-held devices 
that would deliver the Internet on a 
platform other than a personal com- 
1 purer, A spokeswoman for the com- 
pany declined Monday to say when 
such a product might be released. ■

- cess has been built on its dosed' 
operating-system software, such 
as Windows 95, Netscape’s 
Navigator Internet browser incor- 
porates open platform technology

Inmate says Butcher confessed to killin g

RUPERT - An inmate who shared a 
Twin Falls County Jail cell with Kody 
Butcher last April testified Monday that 
Butcher confessed to the slaying of 
Blake Morgan in a conversation they 
had as cellmates. 

Todd Maas, 22, an inmate at the Mini- 
Cassia Criminal Justice Center, said 
Butcher told him fhnt he XTra-gan in 
the head — then th-reatf-neH to loll him if 
he told anyone about the amfesskm. 

“He was worried I would tell, and so 
he put his finger up to my head like it 
was a gun and said he'd HU me if I told 
anyone,” said Maas during a prelimi- 


nary bearing for Butcher and axlefen- 
dam Jesus Diaz. 

Maas was one of seven witnesses 
railed to testify Monday agnin<* Rtnrher 
and Diaz. Both men face first-degree 
murder charges in Minidoka County for 
the April 10 shooting of Morgan. 

Diaz and Butcher were arrested in 
connection with an armed robbery at a 
Twin Falls Circle K store on April 15. 
They were then taken to the Twin Falls 
County Jail where Butcher and Maas 
met. 

Authorities found two handguns and 
empty dwdl rtremgs in Diaz’ van at the 
time of the arrests, and used this evi- 
dence to link Diaz and Butcher to 
Morgan’s death, A motion to suppress

Maas’ testimony, which wili only be 
used against Butcher, matched testimo- 
ny from several other withnesscs 
Monday. 

Maas said Butcher confessed to him 
that he shot Morgan three times in the 
head and neck area while Morgan was 
sleeping on the couch. An autopsy 
report confirmed Morgan was shot three 
times in the head and neck. 

Prior to the shooting. Butcher and 
Diaz waited until visitors had left 
Morgan’s home before kicking in the 
door and entering, he said. Ah earlier 
witness testified to leaving Morgan’s 
home shortly before the murder, and 
that Morgan was lying on the floor

TWIN FALLS - Senate challenger

“I think he’s missing a great opportu- 
nity by not going on the environment," 
said Len Miracle, of Filer, a former edi- 
tor of Outdoor life magazine. “I think 
Minnick could really lean on (Craig) 
there.” 

“I would like to definitely see him 
broaden out,” said local writer and 
artist Andrew Crane. “I think that he 
needs to cast a broader net for issues 
that people are interested in.” 

A week ago, Minnick accused 
Republican Craig of failing to have a 
valid Idaho driver’s license and resi- 
dence, statements that were disproved 
by the Department of Transportation 
and the Payette County assessor’s 
office. 

Now, local Democrats say they wish 
Minnick would focus on issues. 

“The only- thing that I guess I kind of 
didn’t feel very good about was this alle- 
gation that Craig didn’t have an Idaho 
driver’s license," Crane said. “I think 
that there are a lot bigger issues that 
they need to be addressing.” 

He cited the environment, nuclear 
waste storage at the Idaho National 
Engineering Laboratory near Idaho 
Falls and campaign finance reform. The 
last two issues have been centerpiece? 
of Minnick’s campaign.

Reward rises for poached salmon

STANLEY - The reward has grown 
to $1,000 for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction, of whoever 
killed a rare male salmon on the Upper 
Salmon River late last month. 

The poached salmon was one of only 
87 adult chinook that have migrated 
back to the Salmon River headwaters. 

“This is a crime against Idaho,” said 
Gary Willis, vice-president of Idaho 
Steclhcad and Salmon Unlimited, a 
Boise-based fishing organization. 

“This fish survived all the dams to 
get back to Idaho, only to be killed by a 
thief,” Willis said. “This poacher stole 
from every Idaho fisherman working to 
restore these fish, and from every fish- 
erman from Stanley to Alaska making 
sacrifices to restore them." 

Workers ot the Sawtooth Fish 
Hatchery saw the salmon, which had a 
distinctive injury to its head, on July 
29. The next day, a piece of its carcass 
washed up at the hatcher’s weir and 
its backed-off head turned up the fol- 
lowing day. '

In spite of attorney 
Raymundo Pena's threat to 
, triple the fees if the county 
doesn’t pay promptly, commis- 
sioners decided unanimously 


Monday to table the matter 
until Fifth District Judge Roger 
Burdick of Twin Falls issues a 
ruling on the dispute. 

Pena has said he would cut 
his $15,000 bill to the county if 
the commissioners paid 
promptly. However, he also has 
filed suit seeking triple his 
original fees. 

The bill stands at about $15,000 
for services Pena provided on 
behalf of Newman in court pro- 
ceedings when Attorney General 
Alan Lance attempted to inter- 
vene in the prosecution of Corey 


Hood, Jesus Diaz and Kody 
Butcher. . 

Pena also prevailed in defend- 
ing Newman’s right to prosecu te 
the three suspects in a motion 
filed by, Minidoka County com- 
, missioners. County commission- 
ers supported Lance’s role in the 
murder cases. 

Burdick is expea ed to decide 
whether the commissioners are 
responsible for Pena’s attorney 
fees and court costs incurred 
while. Pena defended Newman 
against the commissioners. 
Commissioner John “Bert" 


Stevenson said. The bill for 
those proceedings is about 
$3,700. 

Once that ruling is made, com- 
missioners will decide whether 
to pay the rest of the ML 

“If there was a contract in 
place (with Pena) we wouldn’t 
even be discussing this," 
Stevenson said. “Our position is

Pena’s attorney, Lee

“I apologize for the ambiguity 
and inattention which created 
the confusion,” Bateman said at 


Forest Service builds gate 
to shelter rare bats in cave 


LOGAN, Utah (AP) — The 
. U.S. Forest Service has begun 
, building a 2S-foot-high metal 
■'.gate across Logan Cave, part of a 
plan to protea the rare bats that 
; live inside. 

The gate will be locked from 
i Oct. 1 until mid-August while a 
colony of Townsend’s big-eared 
“ bats goes through its annual 
; cycle of hibernation, mating and 
i. bearing young, said Forest 
J Service Wildlife Biologist Dan 
Arling. 

; The bats generally disperse 
; around Aug. 15, and if that hap* 
; pens next year, the gate will be 
• opened and spelunkers can enjoy 
■ the cave until the next Oaober. 

T Chief - Ranger Deborah 
! Johnson of the Logan District 
: signed the decision Thursday, 
after a team of experts spent sev- 
eral months debating options to 
! protect the bats. Workers began 


pouring the foundation for the 
gate on Saturday. 

“We really felt this was the 
best compromise," Arling said. 
“We are charged with protecting 
any endangered or threatened 
species in our district, but we 
also felt like exploring the cave is 
a historical use.” 

The gate, made of steel bars that . 
will be allowed to rust and blend 
into the environment, will be built 
between Sept 9 and Sept 15. The 
cave will be off-limits then. 

The projea will cost the Forest 
Service about $20,000, most of 
which was spent on the study and 
paperwork leading up to the 
decision. 

“It really won’t limit visitation 
that much, since the average per- 
son would prefer to come in the 
summer rather than in the winter 
or spring when there’s waist-deep 
water in the cave,” said Arling. 


The cave is home to a colony of 
about 200 Townsend’s bigeared 
bats, listed as a “sensitive" 
species by the Forest Service. 

“It’s one of the few places in 
Utah that can serve as both a 
wintering and maternal habitat," 
Arling said. 

Human presence causes the 
bats strcss.during hibernation, 
which means they lose body fat 
and are v ulnera ble to starvation. 
Human disturbances during the 
brooding season can cause the 
females to abandon their young, 
which can be disastrous for the. 
populationsincc a typical female 
bears only one offspring per 
year. 

Arling said the gate plan will 
be monitored for one or two 
years, and if the bat population is 
up significantly after that, the 
Forest Service may allow more 
frequent visitation.

The 1991 statement did not 
mrminn Sunstone by name, but 
deariy was aimed at the indepen- 
dent magazine’s symposiums 
held annually in Salt Lake City 
and elsewhere. 

It urged church members to 
“strive to be sensitive to those 
matters that are more appropri- 


ate for private conferring and 
correction than for public 
debate." 

“I believe the publication of an 
anonymous article by a symposia 
group denigrating members of 
the Twelve and advocating the 
transformation of BYU into a sec- 
ular university supports the wis- 
dom of that (1991) statement," 
Bateman said Monday. 

The accusation of plagiarism 
was part of a larger article detail- 
ing problems with academic free- 
dom and women’s issues at the 
nation’s largest church-owned 
university. 

The BYU Board of Trustees is 
chaired by church President 
Gordon B. Hinckley and includes 
his two counselors in the First 
Presidency and nine members of 
the Twelve. 

The anonymous article said 
Bateman failed to properly 
attribute ideas expressed in his 
inaugural speech to a 1995 
address by Gertrude 
Himmelfarb, on emeritus profes- 
sor of history at City University 
of New York. 

In a letter of apology to 
Himmelfarb and in his speech to 
the faculty, Bateman said the 
inadvertent placement of quota- 
tion marks at one point in his 
speech made it seem he was 
attributing only a single quote to 
Himm el f arb. rather than a scries 


of paraphrased paragraphs. ; 

The fact that two more sen- 
tences paraphrasing Himmelfarb 
appeared in his speech after his 
single citation of her work wai 
due to an “inadvertently omit* 
ted” second citation, Bateman 
said. ' 

“The charge of plagiarism ii 
serious in any context, but esper 
dally in an academic setting,” 
Bateman acknowledged. 

Bateman also said there is no 
need for concerns to be 
, expressed anonymously at BYU, 
which he said has open channels 
through departments, colleges 
and Bateman’s own open-door 
policy.- 

However, Scott Abbott, assoa- 
ate professor of German and a 
member of the board of the BYU 
chapter of the American 
Association of University 
Professors, took exception to 
Bateman’s characterization of 
BYU as an open university. 

“People arc punished who 
speak out. They're asked td 
leave,” said Abbot, who noted his 
own experience of being turned 
down for promotion to full pro- 
fessor after having an article on 
the conflia of faith and reason at 
BYU published in Sunstone mag- 
azine. 

He said that was the only rca : 
sonable explanation for being 
turned down.

“If somebody disagrees with it, 
it's certainly their right, and they 
can take us to court and chal- 
lenge it," Deputy Secretary of 
State Ben Ysursa said. 

Macdonald, who lost a 
Republican primary race for 
county commissioner to Ron 
Rankin, is not convinced 
Ysursa’s interpretation of the 
code is right. 

Still, he acknowledges the 
statute prohibits him from enter- 
ing the race for the county com- 
mission. 

“I understand that’s not possi- 
ble," he said.

Macdonald, a practitioner of 
transcendental meditation, 
wants to run for the District 3 
House Seat on the Natural Law 
Party ticket. 

The issue is being discussed 
.with the party’s attorney by 
southern Idaho party leaders, 
Macdonald said. 

In the meantime, he is review- 
ing a 1976 attorney general’s 
opinion on the Sore Loser 
Statute.

E layed four spades, he won the 
eart lead in hand and led a 
trump to dummy’s king and a 
trump back. When East discard- 
ed, South won his ace and led a 
low club. West grabbed his ace, 
cashed hi* high trump and exited 
in clubs. South won, cashed his 
hearts, and led a diamond to his 
queen and West’s ace. West re- 
turned a diamond, the finesse lost 
to East's jack, and the game went 
down one. 

• At the other table of a team 
match, South won the first heart 
in dummy and led a club Instead 
of starting trumps. West won and 
led another heart, and South 
started trumps. When East dlk- 
carded on the second round, 
South won and cashed his high 
club and his last heart. Then he 
gave West his trump queen. ‘If 
West led diamonds, South would 
lose only one diamond, and if he 
led a heart or a club, South would 
enjoy a ruff and discard.

Idaho last year finished 6-5 overall 
and 4-3 in the Big Sky Conference, 
helped by several players Tiller said 
he would like to call Cowboys.

the 18th hole at Augusta 
Unfortunately, this incident or some- 
thing similar involving domestic 
canines, plays out on EVERY ride I take 
in Twin Falls County. I have had a dog 
HERD me, attempting to cross my 
wheel as I am sprinting with every 
ounce of energy my chicken legs will 
provide, and I will look over to see the 
dog’s owner, standing in the yard, laugh- 


ing. I don't know if it was the look on my 
face or his dog’s idiocy that was amus- 
ing, but the owner proved himself every 
bit his dog’s intellectual equal by not 
calling the mutt back. 

Accidents caused by unrestrained 
dogs are numerous. I have tipped over 
from a dog crossing my front wheel. A 
friend has been bitten by one dog ns she 
slowed to avoid another. A number of 
years ago, a Portuguese professional 
racer died when an unleashed mutt ran 
into a field of cyclists during a sprint fin- 
ish. 

• Locally, serious accidents are not 
uncommon. A friend and I were chasing 
another rider at 30 mph when a dog ran 
in front of us, chasing the lead cyclist I 
guessed left, the dog broke right, and 
my friend was stopped by 100 pounds of 


; barking fur. It happened in about five 
seconds. The result? A few broken ribs, 
a concussion, severe road rtish, a broken 
front wheel, a dented bike and three 
infuriated cyclists. 

What could be done? This is a rural 
county and there certainly aren’t any 
leash laws - or so I thought I hated the 
idea of carrying Mace or a gun, as some 
riders do. I had resigned myself to being 
chased when Judge Mel Edwards 
brought me a copy of the County Dog 
Ordinance. It states “It shall be unlaw- 
ful to own ... a dog which is found at 
large upon the streets or alleys or the 
county ...” liberation.
